WasHiIncton, June 7.—The nomination of 
Judge J. W. H. Underwood on the tariff com- 
mission was a pleasant surprise to his friends 
here. His application was strongly indorsed 
by Senator’ Brown, Mr. Stephens and other 
members of the Georgia delegation. He also 
had strong recommendations from New York. 
He called on the president with Senator 
Brown, at noon, and at 2 o'clock his name 
went tothe senate. He has always beena 
tariff man with. protection tendencies, 
but he thinks the present tariff in need of 
liberal revision. The judge was warmly con- 
gratulated by his many friendsin Washington 
to-night. He will remain here several days. 
There is nothing new as to the judgeship. 
Farrow, Bigby and Atkins are consulting. 
Farrow says that the idea that Atkins is beat- 
en is incorrect, and he means to stick to him 
to the last. The case may be delayed for 
weeks to come. It is attracting considerable 
attention here. F.. H. R. 


FORFEITED LAND GRANTS. 


The Nomination of the Tariff’ Commission. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—In the senate Mr. 
Jonas, from the committee on railroads, re- 
ported back, with a written report, the peti- 
tion of citizens of Louisiana, for the forfeit- 
ure of the land grant to the New Orleans, Ba- 
ton Rouge and Vicksburg railroad, In reply 
tan inguiry by Mr. Cameron, of Wisconsin, 
Mr. Jonas stated the committee saw no reason 
for the forfeiture of the grant, as the propos- 
ed road had been built by another company, 
the assignee of the original grantee, which had 
the power to make such assignment. 
Upon his motion the committee was 
discharged frem the consideration of the sub- 
ject. The house bill appropriating $100,000 
fora publie building a: ivockaaee Va., Was 
passed. The house declaratory resolution 
regarding the death of Garibaldi was agreed 
to. The consideration of the District of Co- 
jumbia appropriation bill occupied the re- 
mainder of the day. Less than a quorum of 
the members was present while the bill was 
under consideration. Mr. Van Wyck offered 
aresolution directing that the question of 
confirming the persons appointed to-day on 
the tariff commission be considered in open 
session. The resolution was laid over upon 
an objection by Mr. Plumb. After an execu- 
tive session the senate adjourned. |

A QUESTION OF PRIVIELGE. 

.In the house, Mr. Sparks, of Lllinois, rising 
to a question of privilege, said that during 
the debate on the deficiency bill yesierday 
some rather angry colloquy had occurred be- 
tween Mr. Cox and himself, not, however, to 
the extent reported in the Washington morn- 
ing papers. The remarks had been made 
aside and had not gotten into the ‘‘Record,”’ 
but for his part in the colloquy he respect- 
fully begged pardon of the gentleman from 
New York, toward whom he had always 
niaintained the kindest feelings. Mr. Cox 
replied that he was glad thatthe gentleman 
from Llinois bad taken occasion to express 
his regret for the remarks made by him. He 
thought thatthe gentleman had made the 
amend honorable, and he accepted the 
apology in the same kindly feeling in which 
it had been tendered. 

The house went into committee of the 
whole, and resumed consideration of the gen- 
eral deticiency appropriation bill. The clause 
directing a credit to ex-Treasurer Spinner of 
$47,000, the amount debited to him on the 
treasury books, was ruled outon a point of 
order. Messis. Blount and Hewitt objected 
to two items, aggregating to $363,000 from the 
bureaus of the navy department, and another 
heated political controversy aruse between 
these gentlemen and Mr. Robeson and others, 
the point of attack being Mr. Robeson’s man- 
agement of the navy department. The house, 
at 5:05, adjourned, and a republican caucus 
was announced to take place at 8 o’clock this 
evening.

THE OREGON ELECTION. 


The Republicans Carry the State, and Gain Another 
United States Senator. 

Wasuinaton, June 7.—There seems to be 
no doubt in regard to the election of George 
to congress by. a majority not less than 2,000. 
The republicans claim the encire state by 
majorities ranging from 700 to 1,800. The 
democrats concede it to the republicans by a 
small majority. The lines to eastern Oregon 
have been down for two days, and no precinct 
east of Cascade mountains having been heard 
from. The legislature is doubtful. Eastern 
Oregon has had a large emigration in the past 
two years, and it is believed to be most ly re- 
publican. The legislature will be close either 
way, and its composition cannot be known for 
two or three days. Oregon dispatches to-day 
indicate a tie in the legislature on joint bal- 
lot, with the probability of a republican ma- 
jority of one or two.

The men express themselves 
willing to work, and some of them are al- 
ready employed in hauling governmentstores 
from Webster, Dakota. Mr. Crissy, the agent, 
sent word by one of the Indian police for 
these parties iv return to the agency, but 
they seemed disinclined todo so. They say

GENUINE PLATES. 


Ne Longer Doubt that the Broekway Bond Waa Gen- 
ulne. 

WasHinoton, June 7.—There can no longer 
scarcely bea doubt that the thousand dollar 
bond plate now in possession of the secretary 
of the treasurv, and which has been used in 
printing bonds by the Brockway gang of coun- 
terfeiters, has certain genuine features. The 
figures 1,000 and the geometric lathe-work sur- 
rounding them, the vignettes and the coupons 
are pronounced to be genuine. On the 20th 
of se Brockway confessed this much to the 
secretary of the treasury. This, too, is the 
opinion of the best experts in the United 
States, including such men as the president 
of the consolidated banking companies oi 
New York, and Mr. Tichnor, who does all the 
geometric lathe work for the government. 
Thefact that Secretary Folger has become 
satisfied of the genuineness of these features 
of the plate makes the matter very serious 
and well nigh silences all doubt that the 
counterfeiters did get © impressions of 
certain matrices from treasury department, 
embracing features of the $1,000 bond plate. 

When the authorities of the bureau of en- 
graving and printing were questioned by 
Secretary Folger, regarding the matter they 
affirmed that it was absolutely impossible for 
the impressions in questien to have been ob- 
tained. They alleged that plates never canie 
into cher hina of the treasury department, 
but were melted and destroyed and 
not returned by the bank noce 
companies which printed the bonds before 
the establishment of the bureau of engraving 
and printing and turnec over other 
plates to the government and as 
the counterfeit bonds appeared with- 
in three or four’ years, the bureau 
officials claimed that the thousand dollar 

ylate could not contain genuine impressions 

ut the investigation set on f ot by Secretary 
Folger has proved the bureau officials to be 
wrong. The thousand dollar bond plates 
were returned and stored in a certain room in 
the treasury department, and the secretary 
now hasthe certificates showing that they 
were melted iu 1879. None of these plates 
could have been removed without the con- 
nivance of certain officers, who are now 
clouded by suspicion. While Brockway may 
be released in accordance with government 
promises of immunity, it is now probable that 
his release will be followed speedily by the 
arrest of certain officials and by startling de- 
velopments. It is again asserted with much 
positiveness that two or three other plates are 
missing from the bureau of engraving and 
printing, and one of them is said to be a sil- 


ver certificate plate. _ 
THE YELLOW GREASE. 


Tho Oleomargarine Men Defending the Parity of 
Their Produet. 
Wasuincton, June 7.--The house commit- 
tee on commerce will hear representatives of 
the oleomargarine interests next Thursday 
against the bill to regulate the exportation of 
articles made in imitation of butter and 
cheese. The committee will either report this 
bili as it now stands or amend it so as to bet- 
ter insure the accomplishment of its purposes, 
The bill requires the word ‘‘oleomargarine, 
“sueine, ’ ‘‘butterine’’ or some other word as 
may be proper to designate the article, to be 
hranded on every tub, box, firkin or package 
for shipment to a foreign country, Containing 
any article or substance in the semblance 


New Onueans, June 7.—Major Burke, feel- 
ing aggrieved at certain editorial articles which 
recently appeared in the Picayune on Friday 
sent a peremptory challenge to Mr. Parker, 
editor of the Picayune, to fight him a duel. 
Parker accepted, and his representatives, 
George L. Hall and James A. Renshaw 
named Mississippi rifles as the weapons. 
Burke had the choice of distance, and James 
D. Houston and Major John Augustine, his 
seconds, fixed it at 244 paces. Though no 
reasons were given by Burke’s friends for 
naming so short a distance, it is generally 
understood that they did so because of the re- 
ported expertness of Parker, with the weapon 
selected. The weapon not being satisfactory, 
after a conferente regular duelling pistols 


were finally agreed upon as the weapons, and 
a distance of twenty paces, the ground selected 
beingin St. Bernard parish, near the slaugh 
ter house. 

ON THE GROUND. 

Major Burke and friends arrived first and 
were soon joined by Parker and _ his friends. 
Burke’s second won the toss for position, and 
Hall was selected to give the word. Every- 
thing being in readiness the oon als took 
the position assigned them, and at the word 
the weapons were discharged almost simul- 
taneously, neither of the gentlemen being 
hurt. An effort was made by the seconds to 
adjust the difficulty, but Burke’s friends held 
that their principal had been wronged, and 
asked ifwrong would be righted. Parker's 
friends admitted that Burke was a man of 
courage, and they thought that was sufficient. 
Burke’s friends claimed that the Picayune 
had critizised him too fiercely, that the 
criticisms were outside the pale of journalism. 
Parker’s friends stated that he had a right to 
criticise any public official, and still reserved 
that right. Asno compromise could ve af- 
fected, the principals took their positions for 
the second shot, which, like the first, was 
without result. Unsuccessful efforts similar 
to those of the first followed the second 
round. Afterthe third round a long parley 
ensued. Burke's friends demanded that 
Parker should acknowledge the oravery and 
personal and official integrity of Burke, which 
his friends claimed that Parker had impugned 
in a series of artieles in the Picayune. 

AsjParker’s friends declined to make a satis- 
factory disclaimér, no further efforts at com- 
promise were made, and the fourth and fifth 
rounds followed. At the fifth fire Major 
Burke was shot through both legs about eight 
inches above the knee, and would have fallen 
but was caught by his seconds. When Park- 
er’s seconds discovered that Burke had been 
wounded they asked permissien for their par- 
ty toretire from the ground, This requesi 
was granted by the seconds of the other side. 
The parties then separated, Burke being con- 
veyed to his residence, on Camp street, and 
Parker iri Picayune office. 
Those who witnessed the duel agree 
in stuting tiral the principals 
acted with remarkable courage and 
coolness, and that the alfair was conducted 
according to the rules prescribed by the code. 
Drs. Scuti and Loeber, physicians in attend- 
ance, at once dressed Major Burke's wounds, 
and do not consider them dangerous. This 
evening he is resting quietly, and his physi- 
clans suy they have no reason to apprehend 
serious trouble. ‘The duel was the subject of 
general conversation throughout the city to- 
day, but the Evening Picayune makes no 
mention of the-affair.

A MIXED MEETING 


Of the Motley Elements of North Carolina Polities— 
Republican Sympathy. 

Raueienu, N. C., June 7.—The liberal and 
anti prohibition convention met here to-day 
at 10 o’clock. About 150 delegates were in 
attendance, of whom three were colored, 
about forty from the democratic association 
and about eighty were republicans. Colonel 
Johnson, Editors Stewart and Halliburten 
and Messrs. Respass and Satterwhite, of Beau- 
fort county, are the leading democrats partic- 
inating, and Judges Moore and O’Hara, Col- 
onel Taylor and Colonel O’Leary are the 
most prominent republicans. Colonel Johne 
son, as Chairman of the anti-prohibition com- 
mittee, called the convention to order and 
was made permanent president. The negroes 
were awarded a share of the vice-presidents 
and secretaries and the committee appointed 
on resolutions. 

The convention has adopted resolutions 
against the existing county governments of 
the state, demanding a free ballot anda fair 
count, demanding a repeal of the prohibition 
act submitted to the people last August and 
rejected, favoring a liberal system of public 
instruction by the state and national govern- 
ment, and urging an application of the fund 
arising from the tax on spirits to common 
schools under the supervision of the state. 
The convention nominated for conyressman 
at large Oliver H. Dockery, republican, and 
for supreme court judge George N. Folk, 
heretofore a democrat. 

The convention completed its nominations 
for superior court judges, as follows: First dis- 
trict, C. C. Poolor C. W. Grandy, as might 
hereafter be agreed on; second, John A. 
Moore; third, F. H. Darby; fourth, W. A. 
Guthrie; fifth, J. H. Long, of Caswell; sixth, 
L. F. Churchill, of Henderson. 

Cotumers, O., June7.—The republican state 
convention to-day renominated Charles 
Townsend to be secretary of state, and nomi- 
na‘ed John H. Doyle, of Toledo, for judge of 
the supreme court. 

MonTGoMERY, Ala., June 7.—At the demo- 
cratic convention to-day 500 delegates attend- 
ed.

THE LONG STRIKE AT PITTSBRRG. 


No Change in the Situation—Small Stecks On Hand— 
The Number of Men Out of Work. 

Pitrssurc, June 7.—The only thing had 
new in the iron situation to day was a secret 
meeting of the nail manufacturers of the 
west, The meeting lasted several hours. The 
manufacturers, one and ali, preserved pro- 
found silence as to the proceedings. A dis- 
~ from Boston says letters received there 

y the iron men indicate that the plea of 
western manufacturers that they have 


large stocks on band is false: The Pittsburg 
manufacturers bave not claimed to hcld 
large stocks, All the works hereabouts were 
kept running to their fullest capacity for 
many months, and because of a recent let- 
down in orders stocks accumulated so that 
nail mills that before hadn’t a keg on 
band beyond their, orders had as high 
as 6,000, some as high as. 8,000 and 
one concern as high as 15,000 kegs 
on hand on May 1. Iron, manufacturers that 
couldn’t get a pound ahead before, on May 1 
had from 6,000 to 10,000 tons in stock, but 
there has already been considerable of a spurt 
in the iron and nail trade, caused by the 
strike, and these stocks have been reduced. 
Indeed, they areso light now that some con- 
cerns will be greatly pushed to fill the must 
pressing contracts. Several eastern manufac- 
turers, who came here to investigate for them- 
selves, ascertained these facts and yesterday 
the leading proprietor of the largest manufac- 
tory east of the Alleghany mountains tele- 
graphed his superintendent to run the mill to 
its fullest capacity. There have been many 
wild estimates of the number of strikers. 
The tendency even of careful persons is to 
exaggerate in such cases. Secretary. Weeks, 
of the Western iron association, has made a 
careful estimate, ot the employes in all iron 
mills west of the Alleghany mountains. Here 
is the result:

All these men have not quit work. Besides 
the establishments that have signed the scale 
six or eight are paying the prices demanded 
and several others are running with non-union 
men. Then some steel-workers are included 
in the above list and all the western steel 
works are running. Of course there are la- 
borers, coal miners and other classes of work- 
ingmen who have been forced into idleness 
by the strike, but the total number of all 
classes now idle will not exceed 100,000, and 
the strikers probably will not reach 75,000. 
Accepting the ‘atter number as correct, the 
workingmen of the west are daily losing from 
$150,000 to $200,000 in wages by their volun- 
tary idleness. The firm of Zug & Co., of 
Pittsburg, by close calculation found the de- 
mand for an increase in wages would increase 
their pay rolls about $20,000 per year. This 
must come from their profits, because 
granting an increase in wages would 
not increase their’ business, _ provid- 
ed all other firms made the same 
concessions. Zug & Co. employ 400 men and 
their’s are average size iron works. The tofal 
increase to the cost of manufacturing the 
same amount of iron west of the Alleghany 
mountains manufactured last year wouid be 
$2 580,000, if the entire demand were granted 
by all firms. There isno doubt the men are 
asking big wages, figures that will leave but 
little profit to the manufacturer who deals 
exclusively in merchant bar iron, on which 
the scales are based. Brown, Bonnell & Co., 
of Youngstown, Ohio, have closed all their 
works, throwing 6,000 men out of employ 
ment. Heretofore this firm has not acted 
with the Western Iron association, and it 
generally made money by paying the wages 
demanded and running when Pittsburg man- 
ufacturers were fighting the strikers, but their 
trade is chiefly merchant bar, and they find 
it impossible to pay these wages and make 
the profit they desire. For that 
reason they are now acting with 
the iron association, but the Pittsburg mills 
all make specialties and extras, on which the 
profits are far larger than on merchant bar, 
and the new scales would therefore affect the’ 
home employers much less seriously than the 
merchant bar concerns. This is one strong 
reason why the workingmen think they will 
win, and why conservative observers believe 
they will be victorious in this vicinity. Pres- 
ident John Jarrett, of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation, was opposed to the advance and 
fought it vigorously. He believes to-day the 
Pittsburg manufacturers will sign the scale 
as soon as their repairs, which were abso- 
lutely necessary in many mills, are completed. 
He fears, however, that some of the smaller 
concerns that make merchant bar will be 
crusheu out of existence, and foresees a dan- 
ger to the Amalgamated association in that, 
when some mijls have been compelled to 
close, members of the association who were 
employed therein may take positions at re- 
duced wages in other mills. The fund of the 
association will be exhausted by that time, 
the iron-workers will have grown weary of 
their idleness, will have distresses in their 
families and will readily accept situations at 
reduced wages, even if they must take the 
places of fejlow unionists to do it. Secretary 
William Martin and the leading vice-presi- 
dents and trustees of the association hold to 
the same views.

PittsspuRG, June 7.—The conference of iron 
manufacturers has‘ just adjourned. J. D. 
Weeks, secretary of the association, says that 
anew organization of all the iron manufac- 
turers of the west was formed, its object being 
to govern the question of wages as well as the 
reguiation of card rates, etc. It is said 
that there was dissension in the 
meeting between the leading manufacturers 
of specialties and the manufacturers of mer- 
chant bar. At present the rail trade is brisk, 
and some of the manufacturers wanted to 
sign, but those who mannfactured bar ex- 
clusively strongly opposed the granting of 
any increase, as the market would not justify 
it. 

THE STRIKE ELSEWHERE. 

CLEVELAND, June 7.—The authorities were 
forewarned last night to look for trouble this 
morning at Newburg end had a military force 
on hand, but the strikers kept entirely quiet 
and few of them were to be seen around the 
works. There has not been even the slightest 
disturbance, and more of the men are at 
work than on any previous day since the 
strike began. The proprietors are hopeful 
and confident of success, and say they have 
assurances that the strikers are weakening.

BEATIE BENDS 


HIS ENERGIES TO RAISE THE 
WHISKY LICENSE, 


But Fels and then Repeats a Poem-The City Coun- 
ofl Wresties with the Tax Ordimance for 1892, 
Handle the Electric # ire Alarm and De- 
fers the Paid Fire Department. 


Last night’s session of the city council was 
duller than ditch water, and the large crowd 
which was present when the mayor said 
‘come to order,”’ soon dwindled down to Geo. 
McKinney, the colored ward politician, 
two dogs, nine councilmen, three aldermen 
and the city hail keeper. After the meeting 
had gotten down to business only the stento- 
rian voice of Councilman Ryan, as he read 
his report on the tax ordinance, could be 
heard, while the remaining eleven members 
lreld a copy of the dull truck which they pe- 
rused with many groans. The tax ordinance 
for 1882 was taken up. Councilman Ryan, 
chairman of the tax committee, submitted a 
report which was based upon, and which was 
like in many respects to, the tax ordinance of 


1881. 

Sections 1, 2, 3, 4,5,6and7 were the same 
as in the ordinance for 1881, except tlie 
change of the year. Section 8 was chanel 
by inserting the words, ‘On the business of 
every pawnbroker there shall be a tax of $150 
yer annum and clerk’s fee as a registry tax in 
fiew of their general tax, to be paid on the Ist 
day of July, 1882, or as soon after as they 
shall commence business, and in default of 
payment the clerk of the council shal! issue 
execution for the same, which shall be levied 
and collected by the marshal as other tax 
executions.’ Section 12, referring to billiard 
and pool tables, was changed by inserting 
after the word “‘hire,’ in the seventh line, 
‘excepting those used in private houses solely 
for pastime and recreation by the owner's 
family or friends.”’ 

Section 15 was changed by inserting ‘‘$100, 
etc,”’ after the word “sum’’ in the second 
line. 

Section 16 was changed by adding word 
‘bicycle’ after word “velocipede”’ and before 
the word “rink.” 

Section 23 was altered by adding ‘‘or sam- 
ple, waste or loose cotton’’ after the words 
‘‘water works.”’ 

Section 26 was made to read ‘‘no person or 
firm not having a stock over $2,500 shall be 
required to pay but one registry license. All 
those either singly or firm engaged in busi- 
ness within the corporate limits having a 
stock over and above the amount specified 
above having different lines or branches of 
goods shall be required to 

PAY AS MANY LICENSES 
as they may have different lines or branches. 
That where one person or firm takes out more 
than one license for doing business at one place 
the clerk shall charge only one fee for the 
licenses taken out at the one time. 

Section 29, in which the schedule of licen- 
ses is enumerated, was subjected to the fol- 
lowing changes, alterations, additions and 
amendments: 

Architects or civil engineers, each or firm, 
$25 and clerk fee of 50c. Awning or trunk 
makers, alone or in connection with any other 
business, $10 and clerk fee 50c. Cigar and to- 
bacco dealers, having a stock of $1.000 or less, 
$10 and clerk fee 50c. Those having a stock 
over $1,000, $25 and clerk fee 50c. Coffin fac- 
tories $25 and clerk fee 50c. Drays, express 
or other wagons where four horses are used, 
payable quarterly in sdvance, $30 and clerk 
fee 50c. Foundries where capital used is over 
$2,000, $50 and clerk fee 0c. Same, where 
capital is under $2,000, $25 and clerk fee 50c. 
Gas fitting or plumbers, aione or in connec- 
tion with any other business, $25 and clerk fee 
50c. Harness shups or stores, manufacturing 
and repairing, $25 and clerk fee 50c. Same, 
merely repairing, $10 and cierk fee 50c. Ice 
houses or agencies, $50 and clerk fee 50c Mil- 
linery, shops or. stores, alone or in connec- 
tion with any other business, $25, clerk fee 50c. 
Mining, coal, chemical, guano or other stock 
or manufacturing companies not otherwise 
enumerated in this ordinance, $25 and clerk’s 
fee 50 cents. Manufacturing of cotton gins 
and cotton cleaners, $25 and clerk’s fee 50 
cents. Manufacturing of cotton seed oil and 
other kinds, $25 and cierk’s fee 50 cents. 
Piow factories each or firm, $25 and cierk’s 
fee 50 cents. Plating, silver and nickle, $25 
and clerk’s fee 59 cents. Photographs and 
ferrotypes, $15 and clerk’s fee 5 cents. 
Lioviers, asphult, gravel or other smiaterial, 
$25 and clerk's fee 50cents. Street sprinkling 
carts or wagons, each, $25 and clerk's fee 50 
cents. Wagon yards where caWle are kept 
and sold, payable quarterly im advance, $10 
and clerk’s fee 50cents. Wagon yards, mere- 
ly, $25 and clerk’s fee 50 cents. 

Section 30 was made to read: Be it further 
ordained, that all mining, coal, chemical, 
guano or oiher stock or wianufacturing com 
panies having either the business proper or 
their general or branch offices located within 
the corporate limits of this city, and are either 
represented by the officers of the company or 
an agent for the purpose of soliciting patron- 
age for the same, or for the transaction of any 
business appertaining thereto shali be re- 
quired to pay a license as set forth under the 
head of schedule of licenses. 

When “retailers of spirituous liquors, pay- 
able annualiy or quarterly in advance, of 
lager beer und wines, payable in advance, 
$200 and $1.25 clerk s fee’’ was reached, Coun- 
cilman Beatie, chairman of the police com- 
mittee, arose and moved toe change the license 
to $1,000. The motion caused quite a subdued 
whisper to go the rounds, and after a few 
seconds the cuuncilman said: ‘Can I geta 
second to that motion?’ Alderman Lowry 
replied by saying: ‘I will second the motion 
in order to get the question beforethe house.” 

Councilman Beatie—‘‘Unless you intend 
voting for the increase in the license tax, 
don’t want you to second the motion. There 
is no use taking your time with the discus- 
sion.’’ 

The councilman from the third ward then 
proceeded to argue. 

The councilman spoke at length upon the 
question and before taking his seat convinced 
all who heard him that he was quite a success 
as a temperance lecturer. He said that the 
greatest argument that those who opposed the 
increase could offer was that the 
city could afford to lose 
the revenue derived from the 
whisky license. He felt sure that the increase 
would add to the revenne rather than detract 
from it, but for his part he would prefer clos- 
ing every barin the city. He knew that the 
increasé would diminish the sale of liquor 
because it would close quite a number of the 
low dives which infest certain sections of the 
city. He referred to the fact that a $1,000 
license had killed all the whisky shops in 
DeKalb county except two. He wanted to 
try the experiment here, and felt sure it 
would be an advantage to the city, to the 
whisky seller and to the whisky drinker. 
lie then, in conclading, repeated a tem- 
perance poem which was listened to with 
strict attention by his brother councilmen 
The poem wasan ancient one, but arswered 
all purposes for which.

ITALY’S D. Av» CHIEF. 


LT 
Derviseh Pasha la Alexundria— Yacoub'’s Attempt te 
Get lu—Debate in the Commons. 
. Crista Veccnta, June 7.—A telegram from 
Caprera announces that the family of Gari- 
baidi have decided to abandon the cremation 
of his body, owing to practical difficulties in 
the way of its accomplishment. The remains 
will be interred provisionally at least, at Cap- 
rera, on Thursday. A dispatch giving further 
details of the death of Garibaldi, says that he 
fainted at 6:30 o’clock on Friday evening, 
but really lingered until ten minutes before 
nine, when his deathoccurred. Victor Hugo 
has telegraphed to Caprera as follows: ‘‘It is 
more than death: it is a  catas- 
trophe. Not only Italy and France but man- 
kind mourns.’”’ The vatican organ, the Voce 
della Verita, says: ‘‘Garibaldi was one of the 
most determined but also the frankest of our 
adversaries. Not from him camethe heaviest 
blows and the bitterest troubles. He was no 
hypocrite. May the prayers of his pious 
mother have smoothed the last moments of 
her son’s agitated life,’’ The French reac- 
tionary papers publish bitter articles on Gari- 
baldi. Four hundred univers‘ty students 
attacked and wrecked the offices of the cler- 
ical newspapers, Cassandrina and La Voce 
della Verita, because the former had spoken 
disrespectfully of Garibaldi. Signor Zanar- 
della, General Terrero, senators, deputies, the 
municipality of Rome, and the representa- 
tives of the press have left for Caprera. Their 
departure was witnessed by Kirg Humbert 
and the civil and military officers. The body 
of Garibaldi lies clothed inashirt. The room 
in which it rests is filled with flowers and 
wreaths. The following is the telegram of 
condolence to Garibaldi's family sent by King 
Humbert: “From my youth up my father 
taught me admiration of Garibaldi. LaterI 
witnessed his hervie acts, and in my family 
the admiration and gratitude grew greater. 
Accept my condolence, which is: shared by 
the whole Italian nation.”’ 
BRITISH AFFAIRS. 

Lonpon, June 7.—Mr. Davitt, 1n his speech 
at Liverpool last night, said he was in favor 
of the land becoming national property. He 
considered that the soil of Ireland coald be 
purchased for the tenant for £140,000,000 in 
government bonds, prepayable in fifty years, 
He denounced Duolin castle rule as a mon- 
strous failure. In the house of eommons this 
afternoon the discussion of the repression 
bill was resumed. In the debate on an 
amendment offered by Mf. Charles Russell, 
liberalmem ber for Dundalk, defining intim- 
idation as threats or acts of vied 
lence to person or property or 
incitement thereto, Mr. Dillon defended the 
system ot boyeotting which he had asserted 
in public speeches as within the law. He de- 
clared that but for that system the ‘‘moon- 
light” outrages would have begun years earlier 
than they did. They would not have begun 
at all ifthe land league had been left at lib- 
erty. Headmitted that the system of boy- 
cotting had been grossly abused for the grati- 
tication of private malice. Sir William Har- 
court, home secretary, said the government 
were willing to accept any amendment whichl 
was consistent with the pulling down of 
boycotting. Mr. Cowen, sadienl member for 
Newcastle-on Tyne, said he desired the same 
treatment for Irish teomsts as for English 
trades unionists. Mr. Giadstone maintained 
that the bill secured such treatment. 

ADULTERATED COTTON. 

Ata meeting at the Manchester chamber of 
commerce to-day, a2 communication was re- 
ceived from the foreign office concerning the 
miulveration of cottom in America. The sec- 
retary of the chamber was instructed to write 
to the foreign office giving the particulars of 
the adulteration, and recommending that the 
influence of the British embassy at Washing- 
ton be brought to bear on the practice. 

SPANISH POLITICS 

Maprip, June 7.—A depot of muskets, am- 
munition apd swords las been discovered near 
‘urcelona. Several arrests Aave been made 
iu connection with ihe discovery. The meet- 
ing denounced the abuses and ill treatment 
ot the negroes, the corporai punishment in- 
tiicted by planters in detiance of the decrees 
of the council of state and of the 
instructions of the hume government, 
the obstacles > put in the way 
of the liberation of the slaves entitled to free- 
dom under the laws of 1870 and 1880, the re- 
luctance of the colonial authorities to assist 
in protecting the negroes and the general in- 
clination of colonial policy to favor the reac- 
tionary party in Cuba. The closing sitting 
of the educational congress was held to- 
day. It is composed of 2,000 professors of 
both sexes assembied in Madrid from 
the humblest parishes where $200, irreg 
ularly paid, is the salary of the teachers in 
the primary schools. At the session Senor 
Castellar made a speech unrivalled for elo- 
quence. He depicted the noble sacrifice of 
the humble pioneers of enlightenment so 
necessary for success in the work of educa- 
tion.

THE TURKISH PEACE COMMISSION

The case of the Boston girl dying 
and returning to consciousness, as re- 


ported in Thursday’s paper, under the cap- 
tion of “‘Returned From Heaven,” brings to 
mind a case that occurred in this county 
about twenty-five years ago. At the time 
referred to John Callaway, who is now about 
eighty-five years old and a_ well-known and 
highly respected citizen ef Henry county, 
lived at Fiat Shoals, in this county, in the 
house now occupied by his son Lon Callaway. 
He had a son named Green about twenty-five 
years old, a stout built, robust young man, 
the very picture of health and manhood. 
Green was taken sick and confined to his bed 
about one month before he died. One of Mr. 
Callaway’s nearest neighbors was Major 
Charies Latimer, who is now about eighty- 
four years old and resides at this place. Major 
Latimer was noted in those days, as he has 
ever since been, for his kind attention to the 
sick and willingness to doall in his power to 
relieve their suffering. Green being one of 
his fayorites, as well as as the son of a neigh- 
bor and strong personal friemd, he gave him 
-special attention and as he grew worse he 
became more attentive and was consiant- 
ly at his bed side doing all 
in his power to assist in relieving his suffer- 
ings. Finally the young man died. There 
was no one in the room at the time but Dr. 
James Coe, the attending physician, and 
Major Latimer. The family and some neigh- 
bors were in the adjoining roem sadly await- 
ing to hear the sad news. ajo 
knew it would beagreat affliction to the 
family, and be wanted to spare them the pain 
as long as possible, and at the same time he 
tried to believe he was not dead, although 
every evidence was against his belief; there- 
fore be asked Dr. Coe to wait awhile before he 
informed the family of Green’s death. Dr. 
Coe did as requested, but after a reasonable 
time the family were informed that their 
loved one was dead. All were permitted to 
go in and see the last of him who was so dear 
to all that knew him. He wasa great favor- 
ite with all the negroes, and they all went in 
tosee him. Assoon as all came in Major 
Latimer asked Dr. Coe to get them out as 
early as he could and leave him alone with 
the dead man. They all got out, Major Lati- 
mer locked the door and resumed his seat by 
the bedside, occasionally taking a little water 
and bathing Green’siips. In about two hours 
he noticed him move, This made him more 
watchiul and anxious. Inashort time he 
suddenly called out, ‘‘Light the candles.’’ As 
soon as the Major could calm himself he told 
him the candies were lit, and Green then re- 
cognized him, and calling him by name told 
him he had been to a strange country—that 
he had been to heaven—and that he saw him 
and Miss Mary (the Major’s youngest daugh- 
ter who is still alive) there, and told 
him he saw many others, . and 
many wouuerful things here, 
and wanted to tell him all about it, but the 
major would not permit him to talk any more 
than he could help, insisting that it was alla 
dream, but Green insisted that it was not— 
that hesaw him plainer than he then saw him, 
and that he bad certainly been to Heaven. 
As soon as he could get sufficiently calmed to 
do so, he called in Dr. Coe and informed him 
Green was alive. Dr. Coe wasso astonished 
he could not realize it, and appeared as if he 
was afraid to go to the bed where Green was 
Jaying. As quietly as possible each member 
Ol tue family was informed that he was again 
alive, and under promise of making no de- 
monstration, were permitted to go in the 
room. He recognized each one, and talked 
for several hours, but not about his visit to 
Heaven, as he had promised Major Latimer 
not todoso. About six hoursafter returning 
to life he died again, and after sufficient evi- 
dence being had that he was surely dead he 
was buried. These facts are known to several 
persons now alive and can vouch for their 
truthfulness. I submit them for publieation

It contains 
ot total solids eleven to twelve grains per gal- 
lon (calcium, magnesia, iron and abundance 
of chloridjes). It contains 0.7 part of chlorine 
in 100,000 parts of water, a quality not in the 
least important. The amount of organic or 
nitrogenous material found in it is practically 
none.

MAD DOGS.

CRAWFORDVILLE, June 7.—The adjacent 
country is terribly excited over mad dogs. 
The other day a strange dog came to Mr. Dug 
Andrews’s, whose residence is in the western 
part of Taliaferro county, and from his ac- 
tions plainly showed he was mad. Hechased 
Mr. Andrews s little girl for over four hundred 
yards, and was finally shot. The next day a 
milch cow and several pigs that had been 
bitten became mad, nt have subsequently 
died. A correspondent of the Democrat from 
Fiucas district sends information that there 
are a number of mad dogs in that 
section. There are three or four 
on Sherer’s place that have been 
biting the cattle. All the bitten animals have 
died. Two hogs on Mr. George G. Hixon’s 
place were bitten and have died. It is re- 
ported to me that Mr. Hixon’s buggy horse 
was also bitten. Much excitement, I am 
told, prevails in the infested neighberhood 
and the farmers have armed themselves and 
are killing dogs right and left. It is to be 
feared that if they are not immediately ex- 
terminated they will kill avast amount of 
cattle.

dogs in this county some two orthree years 
ago, and the farmers were compelled to or- 
ganize squads to killthem out. They suc- 
ceeded in aimost ridding the county of the 
worthless curs, but a new crop has since 
sprungup. I think thisis a good argument 
in favor of a dog law. 

The county is overrun with half-fed, worth- 
less fice and curs that should be extermi- 
nated. They are of no earthly use.

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statements. One paragraph reads: ‘‘Freshets 
caused by the melting of snow in the moun- 
tains and by heavy rainfalls lower down, are 
of frequent occurrence. They sometimes rise 
to considerable heights. At Augusta the 
water has been known to rise 40 feet above 
low water mark.’’ Again, ‘“‘the greatest rise 
of thisriver during freshets at Augusta is 
understood to be 40 feet above mean low 
water, when the river is four feet deep in 
the streets of Augusta. The las 
occurrence of this was in 1875.”’ 


Judging from these statements, Augusta is 
little better than a swamp, and is almost con- 
stantly under water. The fact is, there has 
been no freshet at Augustasince 1865. There 
was none in 1875. Freshets are not of fre- 
quent occurrence, as we have not had one for 
seventeen years. The report states that the 
low water elevation of the river at Augusta is 
about 130 feet 4 inches above mean low tide 
levelat Savannah. At Augusta the water has 
been known to rise 40 feet above low water, 
the Jast uccurrence of the «ind being in 1875, 
making the hgh water above sea level 170.4. 
The average elevation of Augusta ubove the 
same sea level was found to be 154 feet, there- 
fore the average depth of water over Augusta 
during the freshet of ‘1875’ was 16.4 Ordi- 
nary freshets, however, are only 34 feet above 
low*water, therefore Augusta at such time is 
not more than 10.4 feet under water. 

The statements in regard to the low water 
elevation and the rise in the river, from 
which the above figures are abtained, are in 
large type, and do not mention the modifying 
statement in fine print on page 1,100 that “the 
river was four feet deep in the streets of Au- 
gusta’ in 1875. These are very singular state- 
ments certainly, and place Augusta ina 
wrong light before the country. The report 
does not say that Augusta is at any time ten 
to sixteen feet under water, in so many 
words, but the figures given lead to that in- 
evitable conclusion. If the low water eleva- 
tion of the river at Augusta is about 130.4 feet 
above mean low tide level at Savannah, and 
the water has been known to rise forty feet 
above low water,. the _ elevation at 
such _—i time must be 170.4 above 
mean low tide, Augusta being at an 
average elevation of 154 feet above the same 
sea level, the depth of water over Augusta at 
such time must be 16 feet 4inches. And as 
ordinary freshets are 34 feet above low water 
mark, and this mark 130 4 above the sea level, 
the elevation of the river at such times must 
be 1644. Deduct from this 154 feet, the aver- 
age elevation of Augusta above tie sea level, 
and it leaves 104 as the depth of water over 
Augusta on occasions of ‘‘ordinary freshets.’’ 
This statement, says the Chronicle,will amuse 
the ‘‘oldest inhabitants,’’ none of whom will 
be able to recollect when Augusta was ever 
10 feet under water or anything like it. 

But the report shows one thing which is 
worthy of the most serious consideration. On 
the river below Augusta it appears that a nav- 
igable highway of 248 miles can be rendered 
permanently safe and easy at all stages of the 
water, forsteam transportation, for $67,550. 
Thesum would scarcely build five miles of 
railway, and it would not pay forthe annual 
maintenance of way for more than 8&9 
miles of railroad. It does seem to us that in 
view of the great importance of the work and 
the comparatively very small cost, congress 
should not hesitate in making the appropria- 
tion.

Correspondence Between Secretary Henderson and 
Postmaster Quarterman.

The following circular is now being sent to 
all the federal officers in the United States. It 
was received by Mr. C. M. Quarterman, acting 
postmaster at this point, afew days ago. The 
correspondence below needs no comment from 
us: 

Headquarters of the republican congres- 
sional committee, 5020 Thirteenth street, N: 
W., Washington, D. C., May 1l6cu, 1882.—Sir: 
‘This committee is organized for the protection 
of the interests of the republican party in 
each of the congressional districts of the un- 
ion.

Engineers’ Report Which is Just Issued by 


Government~Thke Low Water Elevation 
and the Rise— Augusta Swampy.

From the Savannah, Ga., News. 

The annual report for 1881 of the chief of 
engineers of the United States army embraces 
an article on the improvement of the Savan- 
nah river, which contains some remarkable 
statements. One paragraph reads: ‘Freshets 
caused by the melting of snow in the moun- 
tains and by heavy rainfalls lower down, are 
of frequent occurrence. They sometimes rise 
to considerable heights. At Augusta the 
water has been known to rise 40 feet above 
low water mark.’’ Again, ‘“‘the greatest rise 
of thisriver during freshets at Augusta is 
understood to be 40 feet above mean low 
water, when the river is four feet deep in 
the streets of Augusta, The last 
occurrence of this was in 1875.” 


Judging from these statements, Augusta is 
little better than a swamp, and is almost con- 
stantly under water. The fact is, there has 
been no freshet at Augusta since 1865. There 
was none in 1875. Freshets are not of fre- 
quent occurrence, as we have not had one for 
seventeen years. The report states that the 
low water elevation of the river at Augusta is 
about 130 feet 4 inches above mean low tide 
level at Savannah. At Augusta the water bas 
been known to rise 40 feet above low water, 
the last vccurrence of the «ind being in 1875, 
making the high water above sea level 170.4. 
The average elevation of Augusta above the 
same sea level was found to be 154 feet, there- 
fore the average depth of water over Augusta 
during the freshet of “1875” was 16.4 Ordi- 
nary freshets, however, are only 34 feet above 
low*water, therefore Augusta at such time is 
not more than 10.4 feet under water. 

The statements in regard to the low water 
elevation and the rise in the river, from 
which the above figures are abtained, are in 
large type, and do not mention the modifying 
statement in fine print on page 1,100 that “the 
river was four feet deep in the streets of Au- 
gusta’ in 1875. These are very singular state- 
ments certainly, and place Augusta in a 
wrong light before the country. The report 
does not say that Augusta isat any time ten 
to sixteen feet under water, in so many 
words, but the figures given lead to that in- 
evitable conclusion. If the low water eleva- 
tion of the river at Augusta is about 130.4 feet 
above mean low tide level at Savannah, and 
the water has been known to rise forty feet 
above low water, the _ elevation at 
such time must be 170.4. above 
mean low tide, -Augusta being at an 
average elevation of 154 feet above the same 
sea level, the depth of water over Augusta at 
such time must be 16 feet 4inches. And as 
ordinary freshets are 34 feet above low water 
mark, and this mark 130 4 above the sea level, 
the elevation of the river at such times must 
be 1644. Deduct from this 154 feet, the aver- 
age elevation of Augusta above tie sea level, 
and it leaves 104 as the depth of water over 
Augusta on occasions of ‘‘ordinary freshets.’’ 
This statement, says the Chronicle, will amuse 
the ‘‘oldest inhabitants,’’ none of whom will 
be able to recollect when Augusta was ever 
10 feet under water or anything like it. 

But the report shows one thing which is 
worthy of the most serious consideration. On 
the river below Augusta it appears that anav- 
igable highway of 248 miles can be rendered 
permanently safe and easy at all stages of the 
water, forsteam transportation, for $67,550. 
The sum would scarcely build five miles uf 
railway, and it would not pay for the annual 
maintenance of way for more than 8&9 
miles of railroad. It does seem to us thatin 
view of the great importance of the work and 
the comparatively very small cost, congress 
should not hesitate in making the appropria- 
tion.

THE FALL ELECTIONS. 

Rhode Island and Oregon have already held 
their elections, and in August Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Utah will do likewise; in Sep- 
tember Arkansas, Maine and Vermont will 
follow; in October elections will be held in 
Georgia, lowa, Ohio and West Virginia, and 
the year’s elections will be ended in about 4 
dozen other states on the fateful Tuesday in 
November. No less than twenty six states 
elect senators this year to take the places of 
outgoing senators, fourteen of whom are dem- 
ocracts, nine republicans and David Davis, 
The seats of Mr. Grover, of Oregon, Mr. 
Pendleton, of Ohio, and Mr. Me- 
Pherson, of New Jersey, all dem- 
ocrats, are stoutly contested, and upon 
the result is these states depends the control 
of the United States senate. At this writing 
it is impossible to say whether the democrats 
will have a majority in the Oregon legislature 
or not. In Ohio the Pond law has been de- 
clared unconstitutional by the highest court 
of the state, ani may not enter, largely into the 
state canvass; but still there are good reasons 
for entertaining the hope that the democrat 
will have their inning this year. New Jersey 
is a democratic state, and there is no reason 
why Senator McPherson should not be his 
own successor. 

The Maine election in September is the most 
interesting of ail that occur before November. 
Three state conventions have already been 
held in the pine tree state. Some of the green- 
backers have nominated Solon Chase, editor 
of ‘Them Steers,’’ for governor, and the reg- 
ular fusion greenbackers have renominated 
Governor Plaisted. The democrats will meet 
on the 27th, and it is generally believed that 
they will indorse Plaisted. Governor Plaisted, 
it will be remembered, was elected in 1880 by 
159 plurality, the democrats and greenbackers 
combining to punish the republicans. Solon 
Chase is now working in the interests of the 
republicans; but any votes that he may draw 
off will be more than counterbalanced by the 
withdrawal of prohibitionists from the repub- 
lican camp. The prohibitory people.are very 
jletermined this year, and will present 
at _— least one ticket. This fact, 
together with the dissatisfaction 

hat existsin Maine over bosses, may give 
Governor Plaisted a better chance than he 
had n 1880. Atany rate he will work hard 
to secure re-election, and so will his friends. 
The republican convention meets on the 13th 
of this month. The republican nominee will 
be, it is stated, either ex-Speaker Thomas, of 
Portland, or Grand Master Robie, of the state 
grange. Senator Frye is chairman of the re- 
publican state committee, and he proposes to 
perfect an organization that has never been 
syrpassed in Maine. The state is full of poli- 
ticians, and party organization is ordinarily 
carried to a higher degree of perfection than 
in any other state. 

The republican wireworkers so manipulated 
the apportionment bill that the four congress- 
men to which the state is entitled will be 
elected at large. Itisthe fond hope in the 
republican councils that this scheme will 
retire the twe democratic-greenbackers, Mr. 
Ladd and Mr. Murch. If so, it will occur at 
the end of the canvass, for both of them pro- 
pose to enter upon an active campaign. It is 
concedeg that Messrs. Reed and Dingley will 
be renominated, and the illustrious Boutelle 
will probably be the third republican nomi- 
nee. There are many aspirants for the fourth 
place on that ticket. 


HANDLING THE FRUIT CROP. 
It is now apparent that the entire peach 


crop of Georgia cannot be marketed profiw- 
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the most profitable figures and very much 
mage will be sotd. Asthe carrying facilities 
are improved year’ after year and new and 
anpler markets are reached at cheaper rates, 
a longer and larger proportion of the fruit can 
be retailed from the fruit stands. While there 
is a glut of Georgia peaches in one market 
there are scores of other markets in which 
they would bring fancy prices if they could 
only be had. We shall,therefore, continue to 
insist on the railroads and carrying compa- 
nies giving better facilities, and if we can only 
}See asmuch accomplished next year as has 
been done this year the problem of transport- 
ing fruit will have been very nearly solved. 

In the meantime it is important that the 
present crop shall be fully utilized. If it can- 
not be marketed as green fruit, it should be 
canned or dried. In either ef these shapes it 
will command world-wide markets and good 
prices. Asdried fruit or canned it can be 
shipped at the lowest freight rates, and if 
there is a glut in the market it can be stored 
until the glut is over. Last year, a remarka- 
bly poor fruit year, over $10,000 in good 
money went into Griffin alone for dried fruit. 
That plucky little city should get not less 
than $100,000 for dried peaches this year. 
Georgia is less than 400 miles from the center 
of population of the country, and it is folly to 
say thatin one shape or other we cannot 
market profitably our fruit crop. California 
is over 3,000 miles from the center of popula- 
tion and yet she realizes more from her fruit 
crop than she does from her wheat. 

We ought tosee in the next thirty days 
more fruit drying machines and evaporators 
sold than have been sold altogether in the 
history of the state. A bushel of peaches 
properly dried ought to net the drier one dol- 
lar at least. Afihalf this price it would pay 
handsomely to raise peaches for drying alone. 
Peaches properly dried can be sold in unlim- 
ited quantity in Europe. Griffin ought to 
encourage her fruit industry, which is much 
more important than she can comprehend, 
by putting up an immense canning establish- 
ment and saving part of the crop in this 
way. It will be ashame and a disaster if the 
bulk of this splendidcrop should be wasted 
or sacrificed. Wecan beat our yankee cou- 
sins to death in raising fruit or anything else. 
But as lony as they excel us so thoroughly 
in saving what they raise and marketing it 
profitably, we shall be their ‘“‘hewers of wood 
and drawers of water.” 


THE JAPANESE INDEMNI i» 

The house unanimously passed a bill to re- 
fund to Japan the fund that the United States 
forced her to hand over in 1864. The circum- 
stances of the case are these: Japan had in 
1864 a rebellious prince who put himself at 
the head of the anti foreign sentiment, which 
was then very strong in his country, and who 
proceeded to erect batteries at some straits 
with an unpronounceable name. At the re- 
quest of the Japanese government the United 
States took part in the allied movement to 
crush the rebellious prince, and demolish his 
forts. This was accomplished, the aggressive 
parties being the United States, England, 
France and the Netherlands. The result was 
alike beneficial to Japan and to the assisting 
nations, and yet the latter had the cheek to 
charge Japan $3,000,000 for their services. It 
was a Clear case of extortion on our part. for 
all we did was to hire a brig at a cost of $9,500, 
and the expense of maintaining it until the | 
cruel war was over, may have been $40,000 
more. For this total of $50,000 we recceived 
from Japan $785,000, that being our part of 
the three millions that which demanded from 
Japan. It is true that we received the money 
under a misapprehension as to facts, and Sec 
retary Seward invested the’ money in United 
States bonds, and the bonds are now lying in 
the vaults of the treasury. Reparation has 
long been conceded by all fair-minded 
men, and the house passed, as we stated, a 
bill to repay the money with interest. The 
bill hangs fire in the’senate, where it has been 
freely discussed several days. Some of the 
senators are in favor of returning the original 
sum, but without interest. Others say that 
interest should be added, whilethose who ad- 
vocate full reparation hold that the bonds 
themselves should be handed over to Japan, 
thus giving that country the promised sum, 
together with all interest that has accrued, 
and all premium that the investment bears. 
The last named claim that the investment 
was really made for Japan. The house. 
billisa reasonably fair settlement of the 
matter, and a majority of the senate is said 
to bein favor of it. If this bill becomes a 
law Japan will receive as principal and inter- 
est about $1,500,000, and the country will be 
relieved of a national disgrace. Japan has 
always been friendly to the United States, 
and we have money that belongs to her. The 
foreign affairs committee of the senate has 
reported in favor of returning the money 
twelve times, and no honest man has ever 
claimed that the money was rightfully ob- 
tained, and yet congress has refused these 
twenty years to repay it. Itshould be return- 
ed with interest.

What Georgia Masin Her Tréqeurf' Vanilte—Pleniy of 
Meney for AL Mer Needabut No Surplus. 

“Mr, Speer,” said a Congrifution reporter 
to the state treasurer yest : m4 “there is ui 
impression abroad thay GRor ia is hoardiny 
her gold, that her treastry vaults are Jijed 
with the yellow metal, ii fact, that she bas 
amover supply of iomey on hand. Tell ma 
exactly how umicii oie hias to spare.”’ 

“To give you the exact figures,”’ said M: 
Speer, ‘We had in the state.,sreagury yester- 
day miore than the actual demands in sighi— 
sixteen hundred and sixty-four dollarg and 
four eents.’’ ion 

“These are astonishingly low figures. How 
do you get them?’ 

‘At the close of business yesterday we had 
in the treasury $885,853 04, of which sum there 
was $275,000 in United States andstate bonds. 
That left in currency 08 8-08 The July 
and October interest © on he public 
debt will take of this amount $327,207. 
That will leave $281,646 04. The special! ap- 
propriations made by the legisiature—that is, 
forthe enlargement of the ‘asylum for the 
deaf and dumb, the blind asylum, for 
the civil establishmentand other contingent 
expenses, will take up $280,000 «hich will 
leave in the treasury just $1,646.04 That 
would be a dangerously small amount were it 
not for the fact that all this money will not 
have to be paid out at once. <A portion of 
the interest will not have to be paid until 
October and other parts of the fund will not 
be required fora while yet but it is all spoken 
for, you may say. That is, we know wheré it 
is all going and it will probably all be very 
nearly gone before the next tax comes in. 
One single item to be paid is 3165,000 on the 
lunatic asylum. Only a small amount bas 
been paid on it so far. Georgia is in easy cir- 
cumstances. I have all the money«that 
[ need to pay the expenses of the. gov- 
ernment but I would be foolish 
to let the amount run low and endanget.the 
credit of the state. The money is ready now 
to pay all the demands against the state that 
we know of, but to show you why we should 
keep some money always on hand, I may say 
to-day I paid $1,300 on bonds and coupons 
due three years ago, but which had never 
been presented for payment. The bond was 
due in 1879, but the holder did not present it 
until to-day. We ought to be ready to meet 
these resurrected claims when they are valid 
and recognized as this one was. Of the grand 
total which I gave you there was $275,000 of 
United States and state bonds received from 
the sale of the Macon and Brunswick railroad. 
This, while charged up and counted as cash, 
is not at my disposal, and is subject to the 
action of thelegislature. Altogether the state 
is in good easy circumstances, with plenty of 
money for all her demands, but with no use- 
less surplus on hand?’

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ALABAMA STREET EXTENSION. 


The Street Commissioners Ask the City Couneil to 
Open Alabama Bireet to Rhodes. 

The street commissioners have just com- 

pleted a paper which will be handed the city 


immediate action is asked. 

The document asks for the opening of Ala- 
bama street to Rhodes, and is accompanied 
by a map showing its course. The paper 
reads: 

Tothe Hon. Mayor and General Council of At- 
lanta: We have the honorto submit herewith, a 
plat of the proposed extension of Alabama street. 
We believe that the opening of the same will be of 
material benefit to the city, and that ihe revenues 
arriving from increased values will. ina short time, 
reimburse ihe city for the unecessary outlay iu ex- 
tending the street. Citizens in the vicinity pro- 
posed to be penetrated by such exiension, are iow 
practically cut off, and Can only reach the city by a 
circuitous route, 

We recommend the adoption of the report of the 
city engineer, and think it would be wise to have 
assessors at once appointed to assess damuges so as 
to settle and fix the same before other valuable im- 
provements are placed upon the land through 
which the proposed extension will pass. Very

The proposed extension begins at the west- 
ern end of Alabama street, and after crossing 
the Central railroad. tracks passes by the 
Western and Atlantic railroad round house 
and crosses the old Monroe railroad track. 
After passing the Monroe track it cuts 


bert Bros., crosses Hulsey street, goes through 
lots belonging to Philip Farly and W. 5. 
Gramling and then strikes the track of the 
Cincifinati and Georgia railroad just beyond 
which it enters Hulsey street.
